This is to confirm the topic of my conversation with Mr. McGillivary 
of your department on May 2, 1978. 


An application to rezone block 'A' Registered Plan M-49 (see attached ‘7 
drawing) was submitted to the City of Mississauga on February 23, 1978. 

The application was submitted on the basis of the current comprehensive 

restricted area zoning by-law having still in effect the zoge provisions 

for NC (neighbourhood commercial) use. 


The application requested a rezoning of the existing AC zone to allow 
for two parcels comprising a 10,280 square foot neighbourhood commercial 
area and a 28,620 square foot automobile commercial (special zone) area. 
The entire site is presently zoned under a special zone automobile 
commercial category zoning by-law (section 419) which zones for the 
following uses: 


a) Car wash. 


b) Automobile service station and or restaurant (including 
soda fountain, snack bar or lunch counter) connected with 
and forming part of a car wash building. 


We have thoroughly explored the economic viability and market range 
for these uses and find that the car wash and auxillary uses are 
not supportable in this location.

Our reasearch has indicated that a neighbourhood commercial use such 
as a variety type store couid be sustained on one sector of the lands 
and that a service station component in accordance with the present 
zoning by-law could be accomodated on the other sector. 


The neighbourhood commercial use is supportable in as much:as a firm 
commitment has been obtained froma reputable variety type chain store 
to acquire the site. 


As a result of our application to rezone the lands for the uses outlined 
above we are in receipt of a response dated April 21, 1978 under the 
signature of Mr. A.B. Adamson Director, of Development Control advising 
that it is the Planning Departments position that "allowing there is 
sufficient market to support a single convienence store, it appears *-- 
that the subject site is too small to be developed for both a service 
station and a convience store under the DC zoning standards in accordance 
with City policy rather tham the proposed NC standard". 


The position we take is that the NC and AC zones would not prejudice the 
City’s policy in this instance. Our conclusion in this regard is 

based on our understanding that councils policy with regards to phasing 
out of the existing neighbourhood commercial use is a result of the 

laxity in the (NC) zone provisions which could be abused in the case 

of a multiple neighbourhood commercial use in a much larger area. 

In this case the site is an individual unit site and could not be expanded 
upon further at a future date for neighbourhood commercial use. We further 
agree to approval of a site plan at the time of application for a building 
permit and to accomondate at that time any landscaping requirements 

which may be required. 


In order to more clearly enunciate our position in this matter we would 
respectfully request representation on the agenda of the next council 
meeting scheduled for May 8, 1978.

The City of Mississauga's selected programs are the Non- 

Profit route, both Municipal and for Private and the ps 
Ministry's Rent Supplement Program. The Ministry's 

direct construction program was not selected as a 

vehicle for producing rental units for low income 

families. 


At this time the Ministry is actively pursuing the Rent 
Supplement Program in order to bring the required number 
of units on stream. The Ministry is working very closely 
with Mr. Crozier of your office in the planning and 
production of rent geared to income accommodations. 


If I may make one final comment regarding two outstanding 
municipal resolutions. 


1) Resolution Number 318, passed 
July 24, 1972, requesting the 
Ministry of Housing to construct 
100 family housing units. 


2) Resolution Number 38, passed 
January 21, 1974, requesting 
the Ministry of Housing to 
construct 145 senior citizen 
units. 


The request for 145 senior citizen units has now been 

satisfied. With the programs selected for providing i» 
future family housing units excluding direct construction 

by the Ministry, the Ministry will not construct family 

housing units, but will actively pursue the acquisition 

of rent supplement units to meet the existing need and 

demand. Therefore the Ministry will not take any further action 

to honour resolution Number 318 which will be deleted from our 
records. 


I would add that Council has passed an omnibus resolution 
agreeing to pay 74% of the operating cost of all rent 
supplement units acquired by the Ministry. 


Your office is advised on an annual basis of the number of 
rent supplement units under agreement and the number of 
units acquired over the past year.

This is an application by the City of Mississauga, pur- 
suant to Section 361 of the Municipal Act, for the approval of 
By-law 163-77 which designates a certain area of the City as 
an improvement area to be known as the Port Credit Business 
Improvement Area. The subject lands are described in Schedule 


"A" of the by-law and outlined in red on Exhibit 2. 


From the evidence adduced the improvement area is 
divided into two distinct parts, separated on the north by 
Highway 10 and on the south by the St. Lawrence Starch Company 
property. The east part known as the “East Village” is a 
thin strip on both sides of Lakeshore Road extending from 
Highway 10 on the west to Seneca Avenue on the east. The 
lands in the East Village for the most part contain commer- 


cial enterprises that serve the nearby residential community. 


The west part, known as the “Harbour Area” also comprises 


land on beth sides of Lakeshore Road extending from Highway 10

on the east to the Credit River on the west. The north limits 
of the “Harbour Area" are for the most part an extension of 
the north limits of “East Village". However, the Harbour Area 
includes substantially more lands to the south of Lakeshore 
Road. The location of this southerly boundary of the Harbour 


Area will be dealt with later in this decision. 


The principal purpose of the improvement ares is to 
establish a Board of Management who would be entrusted with 
the improvement, beautification and maintenance of municipally 
owned lands beyond that provided at the expense of the 
municipality et large, and the promotion of the area as 4 
pusiness or shopping area. In order ‘© accomplish this, 

City Council would each year levy @ special charge on persons 
in the improvement area who are assessed for business 
assessment. The amount of the levy would be based on esti- 
mates provided by the Board of Management, approved by 
Council and would be apportioned in accordance with the 
assessed property value that is used for computing the 


business assessment. 


The evidence indicated that the total commercial 
assessment in the subject area is approximately $22,500,000 
and that preliminary estimates of expenditures by the Board 
of Management would be in the order of $20,000 to $30,000 
per year, resulting in @ mill rate of slightly more than one- 
tenth of a mill per annum. It was also pointed out that each 
business within the area would pay an average of only 70 cents 
to one dollar per week for each $10,000 of budgeted expendi- 


ture for the improvement ares. 


The Board heard considerable evidence in support of 
the application. A group from the Port Credit Businessmen's 
Association canvassed almost every business in the area and 
received a favourable response with very little objection to 


the concept of the improvement area. A meeting of the people

affected was held, with proper notice given, at which some 


fifty people attended, all of whom voted in favour of the 


proposal. 


The planning evidence indicated that an important 
policy of the draft Official Plan was to preserve three 
historic commercial centres in Mississauga. Studies have 
already been carried out and action taken in support of 
these policies at Streetsville and Clarkson, and the 
subject application will help implement the policy in Port 
Credit. 


The Seccndary Plan for the Port Credit area stresses 
the importance of the commercial sub-centres in Port Credit, 
and the need for undertaking improvements in the streetscape, 
lighting, signage, street furniture, trees, walkways, etc., 
in these sub-centres. 


Objections to the application were raised at the 
hearing by Mr. M.H. Moffatt, Regional Director, Small Craft 
Harbours Branch of the Department of Fisheries and the 
Environment, and by Mr. M. Millard of S.B. Mclaughlin 
Associates Limited. Both of these objectors supported the 
improvement area in principle. Their objections relate to 
all of the lands south of Port Street that are leased by 
S.B. McLaughlin from the Federal Government. 


Mr. Moffatt's principal concern was that the southerly 
limit of the improvement area at this location had been 
arbitrarily located, having no relationship to property lines, 
nor to the actual waters edge, and that this arbitrary limit 
places some of the lands and buildings on Federally owned 
property within the improvement area and some of the lands 
outside the area. He believed that the application should 
not be approved until the matter of this southerly limit has 


been resolved. 


From the evidence adduced the Board understands that

the southerly limit had been located by the City Surveyor 
from a rough sketc!t. prepared by the Businessmen's Association, 
and from an old drawing prepared before the installation of a 
substantial amount of land fill south of the southerly limit. 
Counsel for the City noted this discrepancy and pointed out 
that the intention had been to include all of the Federal 
Government lands leased by S.5. McLaughlin and asked the 
Board to amend the southerly limit to reflect this intention. 


Mr. Millard did not feel that it was fair and equitable 
to include all of these lands within the improvement area. 
The property assessment amounted to approximately $1,400,000 
of the total commercial assessment of approximately $22 , 400,000 
in the improvement area, and he felt that the special levy paic 
by S.B. McLaughlin ond its sub-tenants would be out of propor 
tion to the benefits gained. Mr. Millard pointed out that 
the lands and buildings were used by $.B5. McLaughlin princi- 
pally for the indoor and outdoor storage of boats, and that 
‘the people who use this service would not be influenced by 
the improvements intended in the improvement area. He agreed 
that there were a number of small commercial enterprises 
including a marine supply operation, some office space, @ 
coffee shop and a repair shop located in the buildings leased 
by S.B. McLaughlin and that these would likely benefit from 
the improvement area. However, these enterprises occupied 
only about 11,000 square feet of a total area of 162,000 
square feet within the buildings on the lands in question. He 
also agreed that it would be reasonable to include some of 
the parking area on the premises since it was used in conjunction 
with the commercial enterprises. In short, Mr. Millard believed 
that improvement area would result in benefits to some of the 
operations on these lands, but that the special levy should 
relate to the small commercial uses and not to the boat 


storage operation. 


The Board is sympathetic to the concerns of S.B. McLaughlin 
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and was not convinced by the evidence that the kinds of 
improvement intenaed would contribute significantly to the 
promotion of the area used for boat storage as @ "business 
or shopping area". The Board also agrees that some special 
levy is applicable to the small commercial enterprises noted 


above. 


It is questionable that the Board has the power under 
Section 361(18) of the Municipal Act to extend the limits 
of the improvement area to include the lands to the south 
leased by S.B. McLaughlin. If the Board has that power, it 
could then restrict the special levy to the small commercial 


enterprises in the enlarged area. 


The Board believes that similar results could be achieved 
“by simply leaving the southerly limits at tne location des- 
cribed in By-law 163-77. This location is such that almost 

all of the marina facilities, including the indoor and outdoor 
storage space, iie outside the improvement area, and most of 
the small commercial operations lie within. The parking spece 
for the marina operation lying within the improvement area 
roughly balances the five small offices outside the area. 


There were no other objections to the by-law raised at 


the hearing. 


The Board, therefore, approves the application by the 
Corporation of the City of Mississauge for approval of By-law 
163-77 to designate the lands as described in Schedule "A" 


to the by-law as an Improvement Area.

Sometime in 1977, the applicant states that he approached 
the Building Department and enquired whether or nov for the 
relocation of a swimming pool, it was necessary to Have & 
building permit.

of August 4th, to indicate that although the structure was 
indeed then roofed, it was substantially incomplete in most 
other respects.

access for necessary vehicles to construct the premises, 


al 
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ignored the earliest of the stop work orders and continued 
to the now substantially completed structure. In the words 
of the appellant, he proceeded at his own peril. Indeed, 
he did. However, the Board must deal with the matter in 
planning terms and not on the emotional issues raised 
during the hearing. 

The appellant submitted that, mathematically, the 

. various necessary variances in percentage terms could 
not be construed as minor. On an individual basis, 
the Board, having regard for the open space lands to the 
rear of both premises (which proceeds down to the 
Etobicoke Creek) would not be overly concerned with 
the necessity of those rear yard setbacks. Those public 
lands to the rear do provide for the lots lying to the 
west, a substantial visual open space area. The same comments 
appear to apply singularly to the matter of the lot coverage 
which is also benefited by open space to the rear. 

The crux of the matter is the southerly side yard, * > 
that between the swimming pool structure and the appellant 
to the south. The assertion by the appellant as to & 
decrease in market value as a result of the erection of 
the structure, was not supported by any evidence. An 
additional matter raised, was that of a loss of privacy 
which related to the applicant's use of glass block on the 
southerly wall of the structure which allows light to 
emanate from the structure at night. There was also the 
assertion that the roof of the structure would provide 
the applicants with an unobstructed view of the appellant's 
backyard and bedroom. With respect to those assertions, 
the Board would observe that to remove the structure the 
additional l#foot to the north would not solve the concerns 
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of loss of privacy. The matter of night lighting would not 
be solved by moving the structure the additional 1$-foot 
north since that would allow the applicant the use of any 
approved building material and perhaps provide glass for 
the entire southerly wall. 

Despite the fact that the appellant has the same 
benefits with respect to the ravine area to the rear 
and the additional open space provided by an Ontario Hydro 
right-of-way immediately to the south of his property and 
thereby a considerable open vista, in ay opinion, the 
proximity of the side yard put together with the coverage 
excess on the applicant’s property provides an overcrowding 
effect on the north side of the appellant's property. The 
combination of those two matters, in ay opinion, is excessive, 
and requires some alteration be made to the structure *o 
lessen that impact. 

In view of that, the appeal will be allowed in part. 
The variances with respect to the side yard setbacks will 
be denied. Otherwise, the decision of the Committee of 
Adjustment allowing the variances with respect to lot 
coverage and rear yard setback will be sustained.

An inspection of the Streetsville Hydro Dam was carried 
out on May 1, 1978 as requested in your letter of April 25. 


The most dangerous situation exists at the location of 
the old millrace adjacent to the powerhouse; however since 
the dam and associated structures offer an attractive play- 
ing facility for children, we consider the whole area of the 
dam to be dangerous. With the exception of the breached 
East end of the dam, this situation no doubt was more danger- 
ous prior to the washout. 


Since the river has taken a course around the East end 
of the dam, a dry area upstream of the structure provides 
easy access virtually at any point. Fencing of the area 
would be impractical since the fence would be removed by 
ice in the Spring run-off.
